| NEW YORK. Oct 5.—Mrs. Edith

| Mrs. Roosevelt. dressed in biack, 

‘appeared before Judge Talley and a 

jury in General Sessions. She was 

jaccompanied by George E. Roosevelt 

a’ cousin, also summoned as a wit- 

/ ness. 

After acknowledging receipt of 
Mrs. Burkett’s claim, Mrs. Roosevelt 
‘testified that she never had heard 
(of Charlies J. Shunson, whose signe- 
(ture also appears on the note and 
'that she never had heard her hus- 
band refer to him. 

Mrs. Roosevelt identified genuine 
‘signatures made by her. husband 
which have been adopted as a stand- 
‘ard for comparison with the signa- 
| ture appearing on the note. She 
i'pointed out that the latter was pfe- 
fixed by “Col.” and asserted that her 
|husband never had attached any title 
to his name in affixing his signature. 

She also testified that she had

Killings by Officers 
Described as Due to 
Riots, Report Says 


NEW YORK, Oct. &. 
HE final Interchurch report 
Tor the steel strike investiga- 
tion, dealing with the part 
played by the press in the strike, 
Says killings by State or local 
police were reported as “riots” 
for which the victims were 
blamed. The report contrasts, in 
three cases, the accounts in the 
Pittsburg papers with the signed 
Statements given to investigators 
by evewitnesses. One was the 
killing of Nich Gratichinj at Far- 
rell on Sept. 23 by State constab- 
ulary According to 
witnesses, the striker was in his 
own yard with a baby on his knee 
when killed. The Chronicle- 
Telegraph (Sept. 25) printed a 
story “according to the State 
troopers” that Gratichini was 
skillfuily picked off by the tro@p- 
ers while ‘“‘sniping.”” Another 
was the shooting of two strikers 
by regro strikebreakers at Do- 
nora on Oct. 9. The signed state- 
ments of eyewitnesses asserted 
that the shooting was unpro- 
voked and that a wounded strik- 
er was arrested and § failed 
without a formal charge against 
him. The account given by the 
Leader called the affair a battle, 
made no mention of the negroes 
doing the shooting and praised 
the constabulary for maintaining 
order. In a third case the Press 
(Sept. 30) printed a laudatery 
story of the manner in which a 
State trooper killed a striker, de- 
scribed as a sniper, by firing at 
the “flame of the hidden sniper'’s 
revolver.” The statements of 
two witnesses detailed how the 
victim, a striker standing on a 
street corner, was killed by a 
stray bullet during a foray by 
State troopers, during which an- 
other bystander, a woman, was 
wounded.
